Writing of such possibilities inevitably 
reminds one of the altogether extra- 
ordinary piece of luck which attended the 
Provisional Government when, twelve 
years ago, it had hurriedly to find a parlia- 
mentary and administrative home. A build- 
ing planned for the old Local Government 
Board was not only complete, but partially 
furnished at the critical moment; and next 
door lay the theatre of the Royal Dublin 
Society. Then the adjoining buildings of 
the Department. of Agriculture, and of the 
new College of Science, were wholly or 
partly commandeered, and Leinster House 
itself taken over, with the result that 
distinguished parliamentary visitors have 


envied the imposing dimensions and com- 
pleteness of the Saorstat’s legislative and 
administrative headquarters. Now, surely, 
with the rebuilt Customs House, the new 
departmental accommodation of the Castle, 
and several other recently acquired 
premises, the demands of bureaucracy and 
the ambitions of Ministers and legislators 
might fairly be satisfied.

One 
is filled with horror when the first victims 
of the German gas attack are seen being 
carried into the hospital, and their agony 1s 
justification for the enraged Belgian crowd, 
who can hardly be restrained from lynching 
the enemy troops on their return.

A SENSE OF REALITY.

“BENEFIG CGO 
PUBLIC | 
A UCHORI TIES.” 


As will be seen from our advertising columns 
the Free State Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health announces that, under the 
Combined Purchasing Act, 1925, he will be 
open to receive, up to 30th January next, 
tenders for the supply of certain- commodities 
to local authorities for the twelve months 
beginning Ist April, 1934. The articles for 
which tenders are invited range from general 
groceries to tractors and trailers—including 
virtually everything required by local authori- 
ties. There are over one hundred classes of 
articles in a very comprehensive list, which 
indicates how wide the measure has become 
in its operation. . 

As was pointed out by a leading official 
connected. with one of. the principal local 
bodies in Dublin yesterday, the Combined 
Purchasing Act, though passed in 1925 and in 
operation now for some years past, has not 
really excited much comment in Dublin, 
where, owing to the large number of con- 
tractors, there has always been the keenest 
competition among those submitting tenders. 
The Dublin Boards who have fallen in with 
the Combined Purchasing Act find on the list 
of those whose tenders are accepted by the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health the names of firms and contractors 
with whom they themselves did business direct 
in the past. It is in the provinces, this 
official stated, that the effect of the Act has 
been more keenly felt ; and in some parts they 
do not like the scheme, as often it has had 
the effect of knocking out the local contractor 
who in the past had more or less a clear field. 

So far as inquiry went such bodies as the 
Dublin Corporation, the Dublin Union, the 
Balrothery Board of Assistance, and Grange- 
gorman Mental Hospital were not very 
materially affected by the scheme. 

As to the effects of the measure in the rural 
areas the matter was the subject of discussion 
at the last meeting of the General Council of 
County, Councils, and that body had an in- 
vestigation arising out of complaints made 
from different quarters. 

Speaking to an 7rish Times reporter yes- 
terday, Mr. J. J. Sheil, Chairman of the 
General Council of County Councils, said he 
would be bound by the result of that in. 
vestigation, and, he added: “ | am bound to 
say the result of our investigations indicated 
the fact that combined purchasing was of 
substantial benefit to the public authorities 
generally. So far as I am concerned I have 
no knowledge that it is not working satisfac- 
torily—speaking as Chairman of the General 
Council of County Councils, that sums up the 
position. There have been complaints, of 
course, from time to time, but after investiga- 
tion | am not aware of anything which would 
justify any suggestion that the system was 
not a success,”

TO-DAY’S ELECTIONS.

It is stated by some of the candidates for 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board election 
that interest among the electors was never 
before so keen, There are twelve candidates 
for eight vacancies. Four of the seats 
vacant are allotted to representatives of 
shippers’ interests, and four to those of the 
traders. Five of the candidatess are out- 
going members, and the remainder are new 
candidates. 

The franchise on which they seek election 
is peculiar; it-is both narrow and wide. 
Voters to qualify must be rated 
occupiers - of business premises of 
£20 valuation and upwards, or payers of 
tonnage or payers of Customs duties. 
Shippers have ten. votes at an election, and 
payers of tonnage duties and Customs duties 
six votes each. 

The candidates are divided into two 
“tickets.’”” One of these is described -as 
that of the ‘‘Independents.’’ but the strongest 
line of demarcation would appear to be the

relations with the Port of Dublin. 

On one “ ticket’’ the candidates are Mr.

Twohig, Shippers; and Mr. P. McGrath 
(outgoing), Mr. P. J. Munden (outgoing), 
and Mr. ‘lL. UO Connor. 

Nine booths have been provided in the 
Port Board’s offices, 20 Westmoreland street, 
Dublin, and polling will take place there to- 
day from 9 a.m. until 7 p.m. 

The returning officers are the following 
members of the Board :— The Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, Mr. T. J. Laurie and Mr. G. C. 
Byrne. Mr. W.-Carson, K.C., will act as 
legal assessor. 

Owing to another engagement the Lord 
Mayor will not be able to act as returning 
officer. 


INTERNATIONAL 
POSTAL CONGRESS. 


IRISH DELEGATES FOR 
CAIRO. : 


——€—— 


Two delegates from the Free State to the 
Congress oí the Universal Postal Union will 
sail on Thursday next for Cairo, where the 
Congress is to meet. The delegates will be 
Mr. P. 8. O’Hegarty, Secretary to the Post 
Office, and Mr. J. J. Purcell, of the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs. 

The Congress, which meets every five years 
in a different capital, considers the postal 
rates for letters, newspapers and parcels, and 
the charges for the carriage of mails St 
the member-countries of the Union. If 
necessary, it revises these rates, and also fixes 
charges and regulations for the conveyance of 
air mails. The last Congress met in London 
in 1929 and the British Government issued 
special stamps, of the halfpenny, penny, 
twopence-halfpenny and £1 denominations, 
for the oceasion. It is usual for the country 
in which the meeting is held to issue com- 
memorative stamps, and it is understood that 
the Egyptian Government will follow this 
practice. 

Every administration in the world is a 
member of the Postal Union, and about three 
hundred delegates will attend the meetings 
in Cairo. The first session of the Congress 
takes place on February Ist, a preliminary 
meeting being held on January 29th.

ATHLONE’S NEW

EFFECT OF THE LUCERNE 
PLAN.

14th, the wave-'cagths of the radio 

stations of twenty-seven nations, 
signatories. to the Lucerne Plan, will be 
changed in an effort to relieve the congestion 
in the ether. Ped, 
Last spring a committee of experts met in 
Lucerne to consider the allocation of new 
wave-lengths. Twenty-seven countries agreed 
to the new arrangement, while eight others, 
for whom new wave-lengths were fixed, de- 
clined to sign the pact. In practice they 
accept the alterations on the medfum wave- 
bend, but they will not change their wave- 
lengths on the high ,band. 

The new plan will give listeners a wider 
choice of programmes free of interference 
from other stations. Most European coun- 
tries have accepted the wave-lengths allotted 
to them at Lucerne, and it is considered by 
radio experts in Great Britain that the 
selectivity of sets will be increased by more 
than 20 per cent. Some idea of the conges- 
tion in the ether at the present time may be 
ohtained from the fact that there are now 
1.426 broadcasting stations in the world. 
Five hundred and eighty-five of these are in 
the United States, while Russia comes second 
with 73, * Next in the list comes Canada with 
63 and Australia with 60. Twenty countries 
in the world have only one transmitting 
station. 

An engineer of the Free State Department 
of Posts and Telegraphs told me yesterday 
that it will not be an easy matter for broad. 
casting stations to get exactly on to their 
new wave-lengths. ‘‘So far as Athlone is 
concerned, we shall be right on our new 
wave-length of 531 metres,’’ he said, ‘‘ and 
anticipate that our nearest neighbours on the 
medium wave-band Muhlacker (522.6 nfetres) 
and Beromunster (539.6 metres) will also be 
right.” He said that the effect of the 
Lucerne Plan could not be gauged until after 
the change-over next Sunday night. “We 
do not know what the Russian stations or 
the Central European transmitters will do,” 
he remarked,

Asked for his opinion on the radio trade 
during the past year, Mr. Shiel said that 
wireless retailers had found the season very 
good. “ At the moment, I might say that 
prospects are splendid. The Free State is a 
long way from saturation point, so far as 
wireless sets are concerned. The country 
people have been slow to take an interest in 
it, and I should think that Ireland has pro- 
bably the smallest number oí listeners per 
thousand of the population of any country in 
the world,”

Free State, following the reduction of the 
tariff on wireless parts, is easily seen from 
the import figures; which show that during 
the first eleven months of 1933 sets and parts 
to the value of £198,517 were imported into 
the Free State, as compared with £123,925 in 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year.

_ He did not believe there was any other 
institution in the Free State that could show 
a sim .” reduction, said Mr. J. Butler, when, 
at the annual meeting of Waterford Mental 
Hospital Committee, Mr. T. F. Casey, Clerk, 
submitted an estimate which, he stated, 
represented a total saving to the rates in the 
past twelve years of over £91,000. 

It would be well to bear in mind that 
maintenance of the seventy patients proposed 
te be taken over from the County Home 
would alone increase the next estimate by 
£2,500, and repayment of loans might account 
for a similar amount unless a very substan- 
tial contribution was received from the 
Hospital Sweepstake funds. This year the 
demand on the County Council, owing to 
the increased number of patients, would go 
up by £299, but the demand on the Corpora- 
tion would be down by £399, representing 
a net decrease of £100 on last year. If the 
figures for 1922-3, which was.peak year, had 
continued without the progressive decreases 
now recorded they would have had to call on 
the ratepayers for a further £91,000 over the 
twelve-vear period. 

Mr. J. Kiersey said that they should take 
into account that in 1925-26, and in‘ the 
ce year, the cost of maintenance was much 

igher than it was now. Still, it was a very 
good thing to show the series of reductions. 

The Chairman, the Very Rev. Canon 
Walsh, P.P., said that, although the main- 
tenance cost was lower, they had expended 
£6,000 for the comfort of the patients. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, R.M.S., said that the in- 
troduction of central heating and lighting 
had been such a success that theirs was the 
most efficient, yet the cheapest, institution in 
the country, and the standard of comfort for 
the patients had been increasing year by 
year, despite decreases in the estimate.

ESTIMATE FOR 
COMING YEAR. 


RATE COLLECTION 
PROSPECTS, 


R, J. J. SHELL presided last night at 

M at a special meeting of the Lublin 

County Counc, cailed to consider 

the road works scheme submitted by Mr. 
J. A. Ryan, County Surveyor. 

Mr. Ryan explained that in compiling the 
estimate for each road and work he had 
estimated at the minimum requirements, and 
had not made any provision for improved 
surfacings. The financial provision that he 
estimated was the minimum that would keep 
the roads in their present condition, and did 
not allow for exceptional damage which 
might be caused by heavy frosts or excep- 
tional rainfall. Any reduction in the amounts 
would cause rapid deterioration of the road 
surfaces, and would entail greatly increased 
expenditure in future years, Councillors had 
sent in proposals for works to the extent 
of £17, It was his opinion that the 
majority of these works might be struck out, 
as many of them were not of great urgency, 
and others improvements which could be left 
over. 

The County Surveyor’s estimate for this 
year, as compared with last year, was as

COLLAPSES.

GRIM DERRY SPECTACLE. 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
DERRY, Monday. 


An extraordinary scene was witnessed in 
Derry City to-day, when part of a graveyard 
wall collapsed, and tombstones and human 
bones were thrown into the street. 

Graves that had lain undisturbed for, per- 
haps, two centuries, were sundered, and the 
contents strewn on the street amid the débris 
of bricks and stones, The graveyard was 
that adjoining the Long ‘Tower Roman 
Catholic Church, the side of which facing 
Lecky road is separated from the street by a 
wall twenty feet high. This wall burst for 
about forty yards of its length, falling to the 
street, which is on a lower level, A short 
time before the occurrence hundreds of 
children had passed beside the wall on the 
way to school, but at the time of tbe occur- 
rence nobody seems to have been passing. : At 
first it was thought persons might be buried 
in the avalanche, but no one is reported miss- 
ing. 

- Tombstones, bearing dates of the last cen- 
tury, lay in the street beside heaps of earth 
and bones, while above in the cemetery could 
be seen portions of coffins projecting, and 
rails hanging over half broken graves. The 
crowd reverently uncovered when the frag- 
ments were being gathered from the street 
and placed in a wooden box, It is possible 
that the recent heavy rains were a contribut- 
ing cause to the collapse of the wall, while 
recent street excavations in connection with 
the city’s new water scheme may have affected 
the rock foundation. Long Tower Church is 
on the site of St. Columba’s Monastery, and 
in its grounds are buried the dead of thirteen 
centuries, The many saints buried in’ the 
church precincts include St. Bran, nephew of 
St. Columba; St. Alban, St. Maurice, and 
Blessed Edwina Queen of Munster. 

No burials hayo taken place in the part of 
the cemetery. near where the wall collapsed 
during the last ten years. 


CARDINAL MACRORY’S 
PORTRAIT. 


ALLEGED THEFT BY TRICK. 


Cardinal MacRory, Cardinal Archbishop of 
Armagh and Primate of All Ireland, who 
stated that he had never before been in a 
Law Court, was the principal witness yester- 
day at Armagh Police Court in a charge of 
larceny by means of a trick against Charles 
Kelmann Landmann, an Austrian subject, at 
Armagh. 

It was alleged that Landmann had stolen 
a portrait of the Cardinal, and it was stated 
that other charges would be preferred. 

The Cardinal said that Landmann told him 
he had come to these islands to paint por- 
traits of the Duchess of Abercorn, and had 
painted other celebrities, and would not like 
to go away without painting the Catholic 
Primate, and that a friend or admirer of the 
Cardinal had asked him to do so. He (the 
Cardinal) gave a sitting, and lent a photo- 
graph. Landmann mentioned that the Car- 
dinal might also like a portrait, and he said 
he did not, as he had one done in Rome in 
1920, which was still unmounted, Shown this, 
landmann offered to stretch it free, and said 
the other portrait would be ready in a week. 
He told Landmann that he must be a great 
man to do a painting in a week, and added 
that he hoped it would not be a photograph 
daubed over in oil. Nine days afterwards 


Landmann brought a portrait framed and 
glazed, and was paid £25, He also received 
an order to frame the Rome portrait. This 


portrait was not returned after seven weeks, 
and he found that the Landmann picture was 
on paper, and told the police. 

A policeman said that Landmann was 
arrested in Glasgow. The Rome portrait was 
handed over by the Glasgow police. 

Alfred McGuigan, an art expert, said that 
the J.andmann portrait was an _ enlarged 
photograph on paper, painted over in oil, and 
mounted on canvas and framed. It was 
worth £25, 

Tiandmann was remanded for eight days, 
bail being allowed.

QUESTION OF Loss 
OR GAIN, 


| At last night’s meeting of the Dublin 
neta at which the Lord Mayor pre- 
sided, 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., referred to the invest- 
ment by the Corporation of a quarter of a 
million pounds in the Fourth National Loan, 
which he had seen in the Press. 
it had struck the public as strange that the 
Corporation borrowed money and re-invested 
it at worse terms than that upon which it had 
been borrowed. He had no obligation to the 
National Loan, and only raised the question 
from the point of view in which the public 
were looking on it. It was as if they bought 
an article for £98 and sold it for £96. 

Mr. Keane. staff officer, finance section of 
the Corporation, said that when the Corpora- 
tion floated stock to the extent of a million 
it was obvicus that a very large proportion of 
the money must remain unissued for a consider- 
able time. The Corporation should either put 
that money on deposit at 1 or 1, per cent. 
or invest it in statutory securities, Councillor 
Belton seemed to suggest that there would be 
a loss to the Corporation. That presumed 
that the Corporation would fail to secure 
£98 when they sold their Nationa] Loan. 

If that proved a fact, of course, a loss would 
result; but as against that, the Corporation 
would in the meantime be receiving dividends 
‘from the National Loan. It was very difticult 
at the moment to obtain any Irish security 
to the extent of a quarter of a million, 
aud, therefore, the City Manager thought that 
the tloating of a National Loan was very con- 
venient as an investment. There would be 
no loss unless the National Loan depreciated, 


CORPORATION STOCK, 


Mr. Belton said that the Corporation stock 
recently issued had not maintained its issue 
value. Why had not the Corporation gone 
into the market and bought their own stock, 
so as to keep up its own value? 

Mr. Keane said that the Corporation was 
not allowed to purchase its own stocks, except 
in so far as sinking fund purposes required. 
They could not purchase their own stocks for 
investment, as they were not statutory 
securities within. the meaning of the Act. 

Mr, Belton said that 1t seemed strange that 
the Corporation could not use funds at their 
disposal in order to maintain the credit of 
their own stock. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark supported the 
action of the City Manager in _ investing 
£250,000 in the National Loan. If the stock 
was sold to-day the Corporation would make 
money on it, because the Fourth National 
Loan stood at a premium. It was likely, 
therefore, that when the money was required 
there would be a substantial gain as a 
result of the City Manager’s purchase. 

No order was made on the matter.

POSITION ALARMING, 


The Lord Mayor said that the City Mana- 
er could not be blamed in the matter, for he 
had begged the Council to take over the task 
of allotting the houses. The fact was, that 
the housing position had become alarming, 
and at least 40,000 two-roomed flats were re- 
quired without delay. They wanted a big 
housing scheme at the earliest possible 
moment, and the houses must be at rents 
which the people could pay. 

Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent, and acting 
City Manager, said that so far as the alloca- 
tion of houses was concerned the Council had 
the remedy in their own hands. All they had 
to do was to request the Minister to invest in 
them. all powers under the Housing Acts. In 
the name of the City en he could assure 
them that that was not a challenge, but a re- 
quest, and the City Manager would be glad 
to see it granted. 

Further consideration of the matter was ad- 
journed. 


LIBRARY SCHEME. 


The progress of the proposed new library 
scheme for the City of Dublin was the subject 
of a report by Councillor Martin O'Sullivan, 
It stated that tenders for Phibsboro’ Library 
would be obtained in about six weeks; plans 
for Drumcondra Library would soon be ready 
for the quantity surveyor; the new telepbone 
exchange at Terenure (in which there will be 
a room for a library) will be finished in the 
summer or autumn; sketch plans had been 
prepared for Marino, and the building would 
be ready in the summer or autumn of 1935, 
No decision had yet been made as to whether 
the remaining library which it was proposed 
to provide ont of the £20,000 allocated would 
be built in Inchicore or in the Sandymount 
area.

When the owner of 
the villa read in the newspapers that 
Volonté was mentioned in connection with 
the Stavisky scandal, she informed the 
Saireté about letting the villa. 

The trail led to Chamonix. The Com- 
missioner discovered that Stavisky was 
travelling wath a forged passport, while 


one of his companions carried genuine. 


identity papers, and that he had hired the 
Le Viex Logis villa in the centre of 
Chamonix. 

The owner of the villa admitted having 
let the villa, but added, ‘‘ The villa is 
doubtless not inhabited now. There is 
certainly nobody there.”’

Notwithstanding this, the three Sireté 
men, with the owner of the villa, visited 
the house of mystery at about four o’clock 
this afternoon.

HIGH OFFICIALS OF “HE

IR STAFFORD CRIPPS spoke last 
night, at a meeting arranged by the 

Brentford and Chiswick Labour Party, at 
Chiswick Town Hall. When Sir Stafford 
stood up.a man wearing a black shirt rose 
in the gallery and shouted again and 
again: ' Hands off Buckingham Palace.” 

Sir Stafford Cripps was unmoved. 

Stewards hurried towards the man, who 
still shouted above the uproar which he 
had caused: ‘‘Hands off Buckingham 
Palace.” Without showing the least resist- 
ance the man left the hall. ¢ 

The British Constitution wants\bringing 
up to date, said Sir Stafford. It wants to 
he made a really democratic Constitution 
and we shall never bring about changes of 
methods such as we envisage if we keep 
legislative machinery in the form it is in 
to-day. ‘The first step is to get a majority 
in thee House of Commons, and, having 
got that, to say quite firmly and strongly :

Spain has decided to investigate the 
report that some 300 Spanish soldiers, 
taken prisoners by the Moors twelve years 
ago, are still living in captivity in the, 
interior of Morocco. 

Sefior Barrios, the Minister of War, has 
appointed a Military Commission which is 
to proceed to North Africa to make in- 
quiries on the spot. The authorities of 
French Morocco have offered to collaborate 
in the investigation. 

Sefior Barrios says that the Government 
decided to take this action in response to 
“ patriotic demands to know the truth ”' 
by people in every walk of life all over the 
country. 

Ever since the Battle of Anual in 1921, 
when a Spanish Army of 14,000 men, under 
General Silvestre, disappeared in Morocco, 
there have been rumours that many of the 
prisoners who then fell into the hands of 
the Moors still survive. 

Last year an _ ex-Legionary, Lopez 
Exposito, given up many years ago as dead, 
staggered into Villa Cisneros, a Spanish 
garrison town in Rio de Oro. . 
He said that Legionaries of all 
nationalities were held captive on the 
fringe of the Sahara by rebel tribesmen, 
‘and that General Silvestre himself was 
alive, having become chief of a section of a 
Touareg tribe.

REPORT ON ROME. 


GERMANY CONSIDERING 
‘FRENCH PROPOSALS. | 


’ 


HE Prime Minister yesterday received 
Sir John Simon, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, who reported on his 
recent conversations in Rome with Signor 
Mussolini. : 
The interview lasted for a considerable 
time, and it subsequently became known 
that arrangements are being made for a 
meeting of the Disarmament Sub-Com- 
mittee to be held to-morrow. Two members 
of the Committee, the Marquis of London, 
derry, Secretary of State for Air, and Sir 
Philip Cunliffe Lister, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, are out of the country at 
present, and will not be able to attend. 

It is unlikely that there will be a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet this week. The whole 
situation will be reviewed by the Disarma- 
ment Committee, with the object of 
deciding what the next step should be so 
far as British policy is concerned. 

Sir John Simon will see Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, President of the Disarmament 
Conference, on Wednesday for the purpose 
of informing him of what has transpired in 
recent diplomatic exchanges, and of dis- 
cussing the date of the resumption of the 
Bureau of the Conference. It is thought 

robable that the Bureau will meet on 
fonday, January 22nd. 

Sir John Simon will leave London at 
the week-end to attend the meeting of the 
Council of the League of Nations at 
Geneva on Monday. 


REDUCTION OFFER.

experts, and a reply is not to be expected 
for some days yet. 

Questions will have to be asked in Paris 
regarding certain of the French proposals, 
— are regarded as ambiguous and un- 
ciear. 

Although no official information is forth- 
coming as to the precise nature of the 
French proposals, Reuter’s Correspondent 
in Berlin learns from a trustworthy source 
that the reports in the foreign Press that 
France has actually offered to scrap half 
of her Air Force are incorrect. What she 
has offered is to place half of her air fleet 
‘in reserve’’ for the benefit of an “‘ inter- 
national air force’’ of the future. 

In other words, the aeroplanes in reserve 
would remain French aeroplanes, and 
would remain under French command. 

Such a proposal is quite unsatisfactory 
to Germany, which demands the binding 
promise that all afr weapons forbidden 
to her should be destroyed within a given 
time, during which she would be willing 
to remain without a military air force. 


A BALKAN PACT. 


M. Mayimos, the - Greek Foreign 
Minister, who left Rome for London this 
morning, will discuss among other things 
the conclusion of a general pact of non- 
aggression for all the Balkan States, Lased 
on the maintenance of the status quo. 

M. Maximos’s conversations in London 
will be followed with keen interest in 
Central and Southern Europe. Before 
visiting Rome, where the question of a 
Balkan pact was discussed with Italian 
statesmen, M. Maximos visited Zagreb. 
Yugoslavia, where he had conversations 
with King Alexander and M. Jevtitch, 
the Yugoslav Foreign, Minister. 

The possibilities of the successful con- 
clusion of a Balkan pact of non-aggression 
would seem to be growing. All the Kings 
of the Balkan States, as well as their 
foreign Ministers, seem to be working for 
it. 

RECOGNISING STATUS QUO. 


It is believed that the greatest obstacle 
to its conclusion, the ill-feeling between 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, has been re- 
moved to a considerable extent by the 
visits exchanged recently between the 
Royal families. Difficulties arising from 
the differences between Bulgaria and 
Rumania are believed to have been largely 
smoothed away during the brief meeting 
of Kings Boris and Carol, which took 
place on the King’s yacht on the River 
Danube. 

The only outstanding difficulties in the 
way of the pact would seem now to be 
certain minor disagreements between Bul- 
garia and Greece. Renorts of M. 
Maximos’s conversations in Rome and in 
Zagreb would suggest that these disputes 
are approaching a settlement. 

As almost all disputes between the 
Balkan peoples arise from the refusal of 
the defeated peoples to accept fully the 
terms of the peace treaties which ended 
the war, recognition of the status quo 
would make possible a long period of 
peace in this modern ‘‘cock-pit of 
Europe.” 


U.S. NAVY’S TREATY LIMITS. 

Mr. Britten introduced in the United 
States House of Representatives to-day a 
bill to authorise the construction of 101 
new warships to cost 743,000,000 dollars 
(about £148,000,000). The ships would 
be built during the ten year period 
beginning in 1935, in accordance with the 
recommendations of the General Board of 
the United States Navy. 

Mr. Britten, who is a Republican, has 
taken this step following a long agitation 
in favour of building the U.S. Navy up 
to Washington and London Treaty limits. 

In his address to Congress on January 
4th President Roosevelt asked for 
£10,000.000 to begin new warships, and to 
continue work on those already building. 
A sum of £47,000,000 was also allotted 
for warship. construction under the Public 
Works Act.

MASS MEETINGS IN 
BERLIN BANNED.

The Berlin Correspondent of The Times

Nine meetings, which took the form of 
Divine Service, had been called in the 
Cathedral, the Nicolai Church, the Phil- 
harmonic Hall, and other places through- 
out Berlin. The first three were forbidden 
either by Dr. Miiller, the Primate, or the 
police. The crowds of churchgoers arriv- 
ing at the Cathedral found the doors 
closed and police guarding them. 

lt now appears that some 1,500 pastors 
in various places read out from the pulpits 
yesterday’s indictment of Dr. Miller. 
Under Friday’s law they are all due for 
removal from office. But such wholesale 
dismissals would seem hardly practicable, 
and there is as yet no news of any suspen- 
sions. In the Cathedral the declaration 
was read out by Dr. Richter, the Senior 
Pastor, and this has attracted much inte- 
rest, for it is known that President von 
Hindenburg greatly values Dr. Richter’s 
opinion in Church affairs. 

The Protestant Pastor, Herr Bultemeier, 
of Dortmund, was arrested by the secret 
police to-day on a charge of insulting Dr. 
Rust, Minister of Education, and of 
sabotaging the fusion of the Evangelical 
youth organisation with the Nazi youth 
movement, and forbidding his pupils to 
salute in the Nazi fashion, adds Reuter.

A CONFLICT IN 
GERMANY. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—The overt acts of resistance to 
the Primate of the German Reich in the 
Berlin churches on Sunday, and the pro- 
test meetings yesterday, must have made 
clear to the public for the first time—so 
ignorant is German opinion of what its 
leaders do not wish it to know—that a pro- 
found schism divides the Lutheran 
Evangelical Church. The conflict can 
hardly be confined any longer to its 
leaders. After the open. declarations of 
protest by over a hundred pastors in the 
churches of the capital all church-goers 
have been made aware that a grave dispute 
ranks the majority of their spiritual 
leaders against the supreme head of the 
Church, and after last night’s meetings 
‘the foundations were laid of a Laymen’s 
League to support the Pastors’ Emergency 
League. The Primate of Germany was 
publicly arraigned before them. The lead 
in the movement against Reich Bishop 
Muller was taken by Dr. Niemoller, the 
head of the opposition Pastors’ Emerg- 
ency League, who before he took Holy 
Orders was a sailor, and won patriotic 
fame by resigning his command of a sub- 
marine rather than take it for surrender 
to Scapa Flow. 

Dr. Muller’s indecisions, adds The 
Times, have brought terrible confusion to 
a Church which he was called upon by 
Herr Hitler to unite, and which he 
thought he could unite by the Nazi prin- 
ciple of leadership. The old German 
Church was administered on a self- 
governing system, which, unfortunately, 
the new régime set out to destroy. But 
‘the attempt at spiritual imposition has 
called forth a most determined spirit of 
independence, which outside observers had 
begun to think no longer existed in Ger- 
many. The British organisation of the 
World’s Evangelical Alliance testified to 
the universal interest being taken in this 
struggle for freedom of conscience by con- 
gratulating the Protestant Churches of 
Germany upon their staunch adherence 
to the principles of Christian liberty, and 
it expressed its consciousness of a definite 
relation between the well-being of Ger- 
man Protestantism and the well-being of 
the Evangelical Churches throughout the 
world. e protesting pastors stand for 
the truth of religious teaching, which 
appeels not to a nation or a race or a 
class. but to the soul of universal man, 
and last night’s packed audiences seem 
to show that they have the best of the 
German le behind them.

In other words, M. Titulescu evidently 

thinks that it is high time the authority 
of the State*should be in the hands of the 
Government and not in the hands of a 
small clique who are not responsible to 
the people for their power. 
- Rumours of M. Titulescu’s demands to 
the King have gone so far as to bring out 
praiseworthy comment, for the recent 
movement is believed to have been aimed 
at this clique about the King, and not 
merely at any single individual. 

Should M. Titulescu succeed in his stand 
against this group, his already high 
prestige in his country will be greatly 
increased. 

He has the moral backing of the entire 
nation in the task that he has under- 
taken. |

i a letter to the Bishop of Liverpool on 

the bishop’s decision not to take action 
in the controversy which has arisen re- 
garding permission given to two Unitarian 
ministers to preach in Liverpool Cathe- 
dral, Lord Hugh Cecil says:— 

I have received your letter of the 4th of 
January. You tell me that you have 
explained to the General Chapter that the 
Service at 11 a.m., at which Mr. Redfern 
preached, was a.“ regular ” Service under 
the Statutes of the Cathedral, and that 
the Services at the 8.30 p.m. were non- 
liturgical and ‘‘ special ” Services under 
the Statutes. You say these last Services 
regard not Anglicans only, but “ all who 
look to the Church of England for hos- 
pitality.”” This is a metaphorical expres- 
sion of doubtful meaning, and I do not 
pretend to understand it. How can asking 
4 person to preach be called hospitality ? 


I respectfully deprecate the use of 
obscure language in a paper of such 


importance. 

I do not in the least wish to hinder Dr. 
Jacks or Mr. Redfern from doing good in 
the name of Christ ; but to teach from the 
authorised pulpit of the Cathedral is quite 
a different thing. The Church is divinely 
commissioned to give a message, and only 
those whose opinions accord with the 
formularies in which the Church’s message 
is expressed can give that message. Christ 
never said anything so indefensible as that 
persons, holding essentially different reli- 
gious opinions can give the same religious 
teaching. A person who does not believe 
in the Deity of Christ cannot deliver the 
message of the Church, which is through- 
out penetrated by belief in that Deity. 

You say that the Dean accepted your 
ruling, and that your “ only difference 
with the Dean has been removed, and will 
not arise again.” But this not to the pur- 
pose. The question is not whether the 
Dean agrees, or disagrees, with you, but 
whether he obeys, or cdisobeys, the law of 
the Church. You write as though his only 
duty was to conform to your opinion. 


WHAT IS THE STANDARD? 


In the next paragraph what I must call 
the irresponsible autocracy of your out- 
look is further expressed. You say that 
you and the Dean “‘ are fully agreed that, 
in view of the sacred call to a larger 
unity,’ you must “ maintain the liberty ”’ 
you and he have claimed and exercise it 
as you think expedient. But this is surely 
to make the: opinions of yourself and the 
Dean the absolute standard of what may, 
or may not, be lawfully done in the 
cathedral. Your opinions are not the 
standard ; the Church’s laws and doctrines 
are the standard. - 

You speak of a sacred call and of main- 
taining unity. Whence come this call and 
this liberty? Do you find them in the 
Church’s laws and formularies, or are they 
your own invention? 

You say that you do not admit that this 
liberty is contrary to canon law. It is 
contrary to the plain language of the 
canons referred to in the memorial, which 
the Dean and you are bound by law to 
obey. | 

You do not argue about the law; you 
seem to think that your opinion is enough. 
Surely this is to make the law of the 
Church subordinate to your own will. 
Without argument, without quoting 
authority, you set up unknown calls and 
liberties, and incredible interpretations of 
Scripture, resting purely on your own 
assertion. 

If you and the Dean may do this, why 
may not every clergyman in the Church of 
England ? 


Self-willed lawlessness is already pre- 
valent far and wide.” I am told that in 
your own diocese some Anglo-Catholic 
clergy have been excluded from the fellow- 


ship of the diocese because they will not 
obey you about the reservation of the 
Sacrament and Services in connection 
therewith. I regret such disobedience. 
But why should they be more bound to 
obey you than the Dean is bound to 
obey the canons of the Church? Why 
should you censure lawlessness in: the 
parishes and protect it in the cathedral ? 
Many will think the Dean’s transgression 
the more dangerous of the two. 


“THE GRAVEST CHARGE.” 


The gravest charge against the Dean you 
do not quote quite correctly, What I said 
was that the Dean, by his action, had 
‘encouraged men to hold heretical 
opinions, inconsistent with faith, in the 
incarnation of our Lord Jesus Christ and 
in his Deity, or, at the best, to think 
lightly of the error of such _ heretical 
opinions.” Is it reasonable to doubt that, 
if teachers who are known to disbelieve in 
the Deity of Christ are invited to preach 
from the cathedral pulpit, men will think 
that it is of little importance whether they 
believe in that Deity or not? a 
The natural inference is that to the 
Dean and yourself such belief, or disbelief, 
is a secondary matter. 

You say nothing about the other charge 
against: the Dean that he has caused 
scandal. Yet can you doubt that scandal 
has been caused? The scandal has been 
commented on in the Liverpool Press, and, 
wherever what has happened becomes 
known, Christian men are scandalised. 
One may truly say that it is a scandal 
itt the face of Christendom. The Church 
of Rome conducts in this courtry an active 
propaganda of proselytism. Will not the 
preaching of Unitarians in: one of our 
cathedrals help that propaganda? Indeed, 
with what face can we resist Roman argu- 
ments and taunts? How can we deny it 
if Romans tell us that our Church is a 
city of confusion; that in our very 
cathedrals, by the authority of the Dean 
and with the approval of the Bishop, those 
who disbelieve the Deity of Christ are 
invited and welcomed to the pulpit? 


INQUIRY QUESTION. 


I protest, then, against vour refusal to 
have a proper inquiry, according to law, 
into what the Dean has done and you have 
approved. If, indeed, the law had not 
been broken, would vou shrink from that

ISLAND HOUNDS. 
GREAT HUNT OF 3 HOURS 
20 MINUTES 


With improved weather conditions we had 
two really good hunts last week, one a great 
hunt. On Monday, Ist January, there was 
the usual big holiday crowd out to meet the 
dog pack at Ballyminane Cross Roads. This 
time, unfortunately, the large crowd on foot 
and on bicycles was responsible for the two 
foxes found in Ballyminane being killed, both 
being badly headed before they weresc aught. 

By the time we got to The Brackerna, most 
of the crowd having been left behind, and the 
field behaving in exemplary manner, hounds 
got well away on their fox, and ran very fast. 

rst towards Boley, then right-handed 
through Mount -Forest to Tobeeraneering, 
acroas the railway to Murray's Rock, and 
along through Ballygullen, Ballinclare, and 
Ballyclough to the railway bog at Whitewell. 
Here we had our first check. Good going, as 
the hunt so far had lasted only twenty-five 
minutes. -A few minutes and our fox was 
forced away towards Camolin, then back 
right-handed through Ball clough, over much 
the same country as he had come, to Murray s 
Rock, where it looked as if he had got im: 
but hounds eventually hit off the line to 
Moneycross, and then along the railway for 
some distance before scent gave out. ‘Time— 
One hour and twenty minutes. Best point, 
four miles. 

On Wednesday, 3rd, the bitch pack was out 
at Scarawalsh, but things did not turn out 
well for them. The first fox, found in a 
Moyne, got to ground in a badly sto 
earth in Coolmahorna. We next fou * 
Kipeen, and ran towards Hollyfort, but, being 
headed, our fox turned back to Marshalstown, 
where he got to ground. He was soon bolted, 
and gave us a nice gallop through Tomadilly 
to Farmlegih, where he again got under- 
ground, and was left. In the evening we 
found in Ballydaw, and ran towards Marshals- 
town, but scent was so bad that little could 
be done, and so ended a disappointing day. 

A GREAT DAY. 

On Friday, Sth, the meet was at Bally- 

canew, and the dog hounds treated us to a 


truly remarkable hunt. We started with quite 


a nice little hunt from Swaine’s, first towards 
Mount Howard, buat. being headed, the fox 
brought us back to Swaine’s, and on to Kil- 
corkey, to ground in a blind drain. 

The next draw was Court Gorse, near 
Monamolin. Shortly after hounds opened, a 
real greyhound of a fox was seen streaking 
away. However, as hounds, were hunting 
another fox in covert, he had to be leit. 
Shortly afterwards number two fox broke at 
the same end of the covert, but when hounds 
came out they got on to the line of number 
one, atid stuck to him for the rest of the 


day. We first ran through Ballinastraw and 


Kilcorkey to Ballyfin, then on towards Boley, 
but, swinging left-handed, we came along 
through Mount Howard towards Kilcorkey, 
then over the main Ballycanew- Wells road, 
where the pace grew so hot that only five 
riders out of the whole field could keep with 
hounds. 

On through Halliavalley, Lower Ballina- 


straw and Brady's to Ballyedmund, then
